KUWAIT (R) — Algerian Prime Minister Mohammad Ben-: 
ahmed Abdelghani said here Wednesday that his country's efforts 
to end the three-year-old Iran- Iraq war were continuing in an 
effort to prevent big pbwer intervention in the conflict. He told a 
meeting of Kuwaiti newspaper editors: “Algerian mediation has 
not failed and is continuing." Mr. Abdelghani. on a three-day visit 
to Kuwait, said he had discussed the issue with Kuwaiti leadens. 
"We have agreed to continue coordination to revive our efforts to 
put an end to this war io prevent any intervention by the big 
powers." He said Algerian mediation efforts stopped only for a 
short time in 1981 when then Algerian Foreign Minister Moh- 
ammad Benyahia was killed in a plane crash during a peace 
mission. Mr. Abdelghani said since then he and other Algerian 
ministers had. visited Iran.

TAL HAMZA (R) - Egypt 
Wednesday fired its own version 
of the Soviet SAvl-7 missile for 
the first time during a military dis- 
play. The shoulder-fired surface- 
to-air missile was shot aloft to pur- 
sue and destroy a target drone as 
journalists watched at this western 
desert base. Egypt began man- 
ufacturing its version of the 
S A M-7 after the Soviet Union 
refused to supply it with weaponry 
and spares due to differences oyer 
Middle East policies.

King urges effective peace 
efforts from Bonn, Europe

AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty King Hus- 
sein Wednesday called on West Germany 
and Europe to take effective steps for est- 
ablishing a comprehensive peace in the Mid- 
dle East and for solving the Palestine pro- 
blem. 


King Hussein was speaking at a 
dinner banquet which he and Her 
Majesty Oueen Noor gave Wed- 
nesday evening in honour of Cha- 
ncellor Helmut Kohl of West 
Germany and his wife at Basman 
Palace, 

Following are excerpts from the 
King's speech: 

“in my name and on behalf of 
the Oueen and the Jordanian peo- 
ple and government I welcome 
you to Jordan as a representative 
of West Germany with which Jor- 
dan is bound with the strongest 
ties of friendship and cooperation. 
We consider your visit an imp- 
ortant event and an opportunity to 
display Jordan's respect to you 
and to your country. 

" vly last visit to West Germany 
offered me a precious chance for 
exchanging views with you on a 
number of issues of mutual con- 
cern. I would like to stress that the 
Jordanian. Palestinian and the 
Arab peoples are striving to est- 
ablish a just peace in the Middle 
East, and despite the injustice and 
the bitterness caused by the usu- 
rpation of our rights in’Palestine. 
we have not lost faith and hope for- 
the achievement of peace. 

"We seek to have peace in acc- 
ordance with the U.N. Resolution 
No. 242 which is based on the pri- 
nciple of non-acquisition of other 
nations' land by the use of force 
and which calls for an end to the 
Israeli occupation and the rec- 
ognition of the Palestinian peo- 
ple's rights in their homeland. 

"West Germany and the Eur- 


opean Community are closer than 
other nations to this region and 
their interests are linked with 
ours, and therefore, we call on you 
to take effective and responsible 
measures to ensure the est- 
ablishment of right and justice and 
a comprehensive and durable set- 
tlement for the Palestine problem 
which is the crux of the Middle 
East conflict. 

"As we strive for the ach- 
ievement of peace and justice, 
security and progress, we look to 
Europe for support of our just 
cause since Europe maintains fri- 
endly ties with both the Arabs and 
Israel. 

“Leaving Israel to escalate its 
aggression and its terrorist actions 
in the region does not help the 
cause of peace. There should be an 
end to Israel's inhuman and arb- 
itrary measures in Jerusalem. 
Hebron and other parts of the 
occupied Arab area and against 
Arab citizens, mayors and uni- 
versity professors, and jnnocent 
civilians. 

“Israel's aggression, its set- 
tlements policies and Judaisation ' 
measures, together with the evi- 
ction of indigenous population, 
constitute the real danger that thr- 
eatens all hopes for peace which 
our region has been lacking for the; 
past decades. Europe has a res- 
ponsibility of rejecting Israel’s 
occupation of Arab lands standing 
firm in the face of Israels false 
claims of security pretexts with 
which it justify all its acts of agg- 
ression on the Arabs and its vio- 


lations of human rights. 

"Israel's invasion of Lebanon, 
its occupation of pan of that cou- 
ntry are indicators of its ambitions 
and threats to the region's nations. 

“We are disappointed to wit-' 
ness the indifference towards Isr- 
ael's actions on the part of world 
nations, and we regret to see a lack 
of action against its occupation of 
all Palestine, pan of Syria and 
Lebanon." 

Commenting on the Iran-Iraq 
war the King said: “Iraq has acc- 
epted U.N. resolutions and res- 
ponded to all peace initiatives for 
ending the war and entering into 
negotiations to establish peace 
whh Iran. The international com- 
munity should exen more efforts 
for ending this war. 

"The continuation of injustice 
can only bring more tragedies and 
open the door for superpower riv- 
alry in the region." 

“Jordan appreciates West 
Germany's support and ass- 
istance.” the King said. “We will 
never forget your help which is 
enabling us to implement our dev-' 
elopment projects. You will see 
for yourself our achievements in 
the social, agricultural and eco- 
nomic fields when you visit the 
Jordan Valley. The Jordanian 
people takes pride in the fri- 
endship of the German people and 
is determined to bolster this fri- 
endship for the interests of both 
people." 

Kohl praises Jordan 

In reply to the King’s speech 
Chancellor Kohl said the Federal 
Republic of Germany is ready to 
contribute to a just settlement of 
the Middle East conflict. “Such a 
settlement should be based on the 
right to existence and security for 
all states in the region and gua- 
rantee implementation of the right 
to self-determination by the Pal- 


estinian people." he added. 

The West German guest praised 
Jordanian-German relations, and 
expressed appreciation of King 
Hussein's leadership of Jordan 
and his courage in “one of the 
world's most sensitive regions." 
the Middle East. 

“Jordan is of particular sig- 
nificance in the Middle East, and 
its stability is consequential for its 
neighbours too. We in Germany 
have followed up with special int- 
erest and admiration the acc- 
omplishments of Jordan, and hs 
achievement through its people's 
efforts and its leader's far- 
sightedness.” Dr. Kohl said. 

“Jordanian-German coo- 
peration in development projects 
in Jordan not only achieves com- 
mercial goals, but also promotes 
vital human contacts which have 
their impact on the life of our rwo 
peoples, particularly in the cul- 
tural sphere." the West German 
chancellor added. 

Dr. Kohl arrived here Wed- 
nesday on an official three-day 
visit, during which he is expected 
to study Middle East peace pro- 
spects and seek ways to strengthen 
ties between Bonn and .Amman. 

Dr. KohL accompanied by his 
wife and a high-level delegation, 
was welcomed at the Oueen Alia 
International Airport by Prime 
Minister MudarMJadrah. cabinet 
members. Court Minister Amer 
Khammash. Chief Chamberlain 
Prince Ra'd Ibn Zaid. Army Chief 
of Staff Major-General Fathi Abu 
Taleb. their wives, Jordanian 
Ambassador to West Germany 
Fawwaz Sharat West German 
Ambassador to Jordan Hermann 
' Munz and embassy staff, in add- 
ition to the ambassadors to Jordan 
of Britain. France. Greece. Italian 
and Saudi Arabia.

Jordan pledges to continue supporting Shamir 
all efforts to end Israeli occupation manage 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — Jor- 
dan said Wednesday it would con- 
tinue to support all efforts that 
could lead to the “salvation of our 
people and land" from Israeli occ- 
upation. 

“The realisation of this goal is a 
cardinal principle in both our 
domestic and foreign policies." 
Foreign Minister Marwan Oasem 
told the General Assembly. 

He said that in the recent past 
Jordan had engaged in substantive 
consultations and contacts with 
several parties directly concerned 
with the Arab- Israeli conflict. 

“Though those contacts have 
materialised in a manner different 
from what we have hoped for. 
Jordan will continue to support 


and encourage every attempt 
which could lead to the salvation 
ofourpeople and land from Israeli 
occupation.*' the minister added. 

vlr. Oasem said Israel would 
“never have been able to persist in 
its intransigence” if the United 
Nations, especially the Security 
Council, had been able to dis- 
charge its duties in an effective 
manner and invoke the powers 
provided for in the charter — a 
reference to sanctions. 

•* Moreover, this intransigence 
on the pan of Israel would not 
have continued had the super- 
powers. particularly those directly 
concerned, shouldered their res- 
ponsibility vis-a-vis such int- 


ransigence.” he said. 

Mr. Oasem added that the cre- 
dibility of any peace initiative 
depended on acknowledging the 
“ illegality of Israeli settlements in 
the occupied Arab territories.'’ 

“It must also firmly oppose Isr- 
aeli practices which aim at eva- 
cuating the West Bank and Gaza 
of their indigenous population 
through deliberate plans. 

“Those schemes, the beginning 
of which we have witnessed in cer- 
tain areas of the West Bank and 
Gaza are jeopardising the national 
security of Jordan and affect other 
neighbouring states as well. Mor- 
eover. they also diminish peace 
prospects.” he said. 


TASS describes Reagan’s latest 
arms cut proposal as ‘empty words’ 


MOSCOW (R) — The official 
Soviet news agency TASS said 
Wednesday President Reagan's 
proposals on strategic arms were 
empty words masking U.S. int- 
entions to achieve military sup- 
eriority over Moscow. 

TASS said Mr. Reagan's speech 
in Washington Tuesday had tried 
io suggest the U.S. position at the 
Geneva Strategic Arms Red- 
uction Talks (START) had cha-. 
nged for the better. 

“However; when it came to the 
core of the problem it became 
dear that it was nothing but 
words, words which have nothing 
to do with actual deeds." 

TASS added the words were 
"also “meant to disguise Was- 
hington's intention to pursue the 
old course aimed ar instigating an 
arms race to achieve a military- 
strategic superiority over the 
USSR." 

.vlr, Reagan offered Tuesday to 
reduce long-range nuclear war- 
heads and strategic bombers. 

The Soviet rejection of the offer, 
came in a report from TASS in 
Washington — the second time in 
a week that Moscow had turned 


down a U.S. arms proposal. 

Last Wednesday. Soviet Pre- 
sident Vuri Andropov, using the 
toughest language since he took 
office in months ago. rejected Mr. “ 
Reagan's offer on medium-range 
weapons, saying Washington had 
no intention of reaching agr- 
eement on curbing missiles in 
Europe. 

Diplomats said they were not 
surprised at Moscow's flat rej- 
ection of Mr. Reagan’s offer Tue- 
sday. 

They said that with U.S.-Soviet 
relations probably at their lowest 
level since the 1962 Cuban missile 
crisis, this was the most likely res- 
ponse. 

The TASS article said vlr. Rea- 
gan had spoken about flexibility at 
the strategic arms talks, which 
begin in Geneva this week, but 
had deliberately used vague and 
nuclear expressions. 

Moscow offers freeze 

At the United Nations Tue- 
sday. the Soviet Union proposed 
that the two nations freeze their 


nuclear arsenals as a step towards 
disarmament. 

In an H.wo-word policy sta- 
tement to the U.N. General Ass- 
embly. Soviet delegate Oleg Tro- 
yanovsky asked the world body to 
include the proposal in its agenda 
along with a condemnation of nuc- 
lear war. 

"Our planet is all but caving in 
under the unprecedented burden 
of arms, which have an unheard of 
destructive power," he said. 

“Should it happen that these 
arms are used, the vety survival of 
human civilisation will be called 
into question." 

President Reagan has opposed 
a freeze, arguing that it would 
leave Moscow with an advantage 
in Jand-based missiles and dis- 
courage negotiations on red- 
uctions in nuclear arms. 

Letters submitting the Soviet 
Union's proposals were signed by 
its Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko. who decided not to attend 
the General Assembly when state 
governors barred his plane from 
landing at civil airports because of 
the South Korean Airliner crisis.

coalition 

TEL AVIV (R) — Israel's Prime 
Minister-designate Yitzhak Sha- 
mir Wednesday succeeded in for- 
ming a government and asked for 
parliament to convene on Monday 
to confirm it. an official ann- 
ouncement said. 

Mr. Shamir informed Knesset 
(parliament) Chairman Men- 
achem Savidor he had formed a 
coalition and wanted the chamber 
to pass a vote of confidence on it. 
the announcement said. 

vlr. Shamir made his request 
after winning the support of the. 
ultra-orthodox Aguda Israel party 
which temporarily held back from 
joining the coalition until it rec- 
eived fresh promises that the new- 
government would enact tough 
religious legislation. 

Peking to 
press for 
removal of 
SS-20s 

PEKING (R) - China's Vice 
Foreign Minister Qian Qichen 
opens the third round of Sino- 
Soviec normalisation talks Thu- 
rsday with a new demand — rem- 
oval of more than 1(M) Soviet 
SStjKl missiles aimed at East Asia. 

Al two previous negotiating 
sessions over the past year with 
Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Leonid Ilyichov. Mr. Qian has str- 
essed that improved relations 
between the estranged Com- 
munist giants hinges on removal of 
Soviet threats to China’s security. 

vice-minister Qian told Jap- 
anese correspondents this week 
that he would be calling for a rem- 
oval of the missiles, which China 
believes are targetted on itself and 
on Japan.

Junblatt 
demands 
revision of 
constitution 

ATHENS (R) — Druze leader 
Walid Junblatt Wednesday called 
for a total overhaul of the Leb- 
anese constitution, a change in the 
electoral system and an end to 
Christian domination of the Leb- 
anese army. 

Speaking to newsmen after 
talks with the Greek government. 
Mr. Junblatt called for the rep- 
lacement of a 1943 pact that set 
Lebanon up in its present form, by 
either a secular stale or a fairer 
distribution of power among the 
country's sects. 

The ’left-wing Druze leader said 
the security of northern Israel 
could be guaranteed with a new 
Lebanon, bat he added that Syria, 
which backs his militia, had’ int- 
erests in his country chat could not 
be compared with those of Israel. 

“We have to reconsider the 
whole political consitution. It's 
time to see the realities on the 
ground are different from 1943.” 
Mr. Junblatt said. 

He said the Lebanese president 
should be elected by the people, 
parliament made more rep- 
resentative. and proportional rep- 
resentation ensured. 

Mr. Junblatt is a key figure in 
moves to get Lebanon's factions 
talking to each other that have 
gone on since a ceasefire put an 
end to three weeks of fighting last 
month, mainly between his mil- 
itiamen and the Lebanese army. 

He said Wednesday the venue 
of the dialogue was still in dispute, 
and disclosed that Tunis, Geneva 
and Saudi Arabia were under con- 
sideration. 

He said the hold of Christian 
Maronites over key posts in the 
army must be broken, otherwise, 
“how can people have confidence 
in this notorious Lebanese army?" 

Peace force criticised 

He criticised the role of the mul- 
tinational peacekeeping force, 
particularly the ILS. contingent, 
but stopped short of demanding its 
outright withdrawal, 

“The question is whether they 
are there to guarantee ind- 
ependence and sovereignty or to 
support the regime of (President) 
Amin Gemayel.That is the que- 
stion. particularly to the Ame- 
ricans."' he said. ■ 

Mr. Junblatt, who said he would 
leave Wednesday or Thursday fur 
Italy, said Italian troops had pla- 
yed a positive r ole in protecting 
Palestinian refugee camps. 

But he said he woud ask Italian 
Prime Minister Beuino Craxi to 
change the context of the troops' 
presence and urge him not to acc- 
ept Lebanese government req- 
uests for helicopters. 

Mr. junblatt said he had shelved 
plans to visit France in the imm- 
ediate future. He said he enjoyed 
good relations with French For- 
eign Minister Claude Cheysson 
but very bad relations with the 
French Socialists as a party. 

He would head from Italy to 
Romania then Sweden. 


Getnayel; Peace talks 
begin when venue fixed 


BEIRUT (R) — President Amin 
Gemayel told his cabinet Wed- 
nesday the date for a national rec- 
onciliation conference could be 
set soon if disagreement over 
where to hold the proposed mee- 
ting were resolved. 

The president's speech, issued 
later to reporters, indicated that 
agreement on a suitable venue was 
the only outstanding problem hol- 
ding up the conference. 

The proposed conference is to 
pave the way for creating a nat- 
ional unity government acc- 
eptable to all the warring factions. 

The rival factions have been 
wrangling overihe date and venue 
for the past week. 

Sources close to Shfite Muslim, 
militia leader Nabih Berri said a 
meeting between the Saudi and 
Syrian foreign ministers in New 
York Wednesday could result in a 
decision on when and where the 
conference would be held. 

Sporadic sniping 

There were no reports of fig- 
hting in Beirut or the mountains 
Wednesday but sporadic sniper 
fire erupted in the Beirut suburbs. 

Three civilians and a policeman 
were wounded in the 


predominantly- Shfite southern 
suburbs, 

Lebanese army positions aro- 
und the densely-populated sou- 
thern suburbs have come under 
sniper fire from unidentified gun- 
men almost daily in spite of the 
ceasefire which came into effect 
10 days ago. 

The" truce has generally held but 
for minor violations by Druze and 
the predominantly Christian rig- 
htist militiamen in the Kharroub 
area near the coast south of Bei- 
rut. but efforts to agree on obs- 
ervers to supervise the ceasefire 
have so far failed. 

Beirut Radio quoted Arab sou- 
rces in Paris as saying the first ses- 
sion of the national reconciliation 
conference could start early next 
week in Jeddah. 

Lebanese press reports this 
week said the first session may be 
held in Saudi Arabia under the 
patronage of Saudi King Fahd. 
But a leftist newspaper said Syria 
objected to the proposal. 

U.S. special envoy Robert 
vlcFarlane arrived Tuesday with 
what informed sources said were 
concrete ideas to get the con- 
ference started and was believed 
to be involved in intensive mee- 
tings Wednesday. 


Vittel summit fails to 
find solution in Chad 


VITTEL. France (Rl — A two- 
day meeting of African heads of 
state with President Francois Mit- 
terrand has failed to agree on how 
to negotiate an end to the conflict 
in Chad. - 

However, despite the dip- 
lomatic setback for Mr. Mit- 
terrand. the gathering underlined 
what he described as France's pri- 
vileged position as a partner with 
black Africa. 

The Viuel conference, the 10th 
in a series begun in 1973. brought 
together 2? heads of state and 14 
other delegations in a relaxed 
country club atmosphere. 

\lr. Mitterrand, sensitive to 
accusations that France might be 
usurping the functions of the Org- 
anisation of African Unity 
fOAU), stressed at the conclusion 
of the meeting Tuesday that it 


could not be a substitute for int- 
ernational organisations. 

The French president, w ho cha- 
ired the meeting, said all the heads 
of state rejected the idea of par- 
titioning Chad and supported a 
negotiated settlement in the 
semi-desert country, which has 
been lorn by civil war for 1 7 years. 

But he acknowledged there was 
no consensus on who should neg- 
otiate with whom. “That is the- 
point where things get com- 
plicated." he told a press con- 
ference. 

. Conference sources said it was 
unclear whether pressure from 
other African states had overcome 
the refusal of Chad President His- 
sene Habre to negotiate with his 
principle rival for power. 
Libyan-backed former President 
Gnukouni Oueddei. 
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Saudi envoy says Reagan 
plan alive despite setback 


JEDDAH [R) — Saudi Arabian Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud Al Faisal was quoted Wednesday as 
saying President Reagan’s peace initiative for the 
Middle East was still alive, although it had recently 
suffered a setback. 

Speaking in New York to ilie sister newspapers Arab News and 
Al-Sharq Al-Awsat. Prince Saud said the initiative remained alive so 
lone as \lr. Reagan continued to uphold and adhere to it. 

■The real approach to it rests on America's desire or ability to use 
its influence to force Israel to withdraw its troops from Lebanon and 
to prevent the Jewish state From building colonies and settlements in 
the occupied Arab lands." he was quoted as saying. 

The Reagan plan. launched in September WiO. envisaged Pal- 
estinian home rule in the Israeli-occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip 
in association with Jordan. 

It called tor a freeze on Jewish settlements in occupied territories, 
but fell short of the key Palestinian demand for an independent 
homeland. 

Prince Saud saiJ the Reagan initiative received a jolt when the 
U.S. refused at the United Nations to condemn Israeli settlement 
policies in the occupied territories. 

■■The United States changed its altitude to these colonies from one 
of illegally to being a mere obstacle to peace." Prince Saud was 
quoted as saying. 

"Such a change of attitude was interrupted bv Israel to lend leg- 
itimacy to its settlement programme." he added. 

The newspapers said the Saudi m inister was to meet U.S. Sec- 
retarv n| State George Shultz Thursday to discuss Middle East issues, 
with emphasis on the Palestinian problem and an Israeli withdrawal 
from Lebanon. 


Prince Saud said the I ti-day-old ceasefire in Lebanon was a step in 
the right direction but the real path to national reconciliation lav in a 
complete withdrawal of Israeli troops. As long as they remained in 
Lebanon, they would incite communal conflict and disturbances, he. 
said. 

Asked about a declaration by Druze leader Walid Junblatt setting 
up a limited civilian administration in the Shouf Mountains. Prince 
Saud said his understanding was that Mr. J unblatt wanted to provide 
certain essential services in the area which had been lacking. 

However, the declaration had been made in a way that gave it a 
different interpretation, he said. 

He expressed confidence that all factions in the country were eager 
to achieve national unity and that it would be better to maintain the 
positive spirit that brought about the ceasefire. 

He urged the U.S. to use its influence to prevent Israel from 
interfering in Lebanese affaire and to ensure a withdrawal of Israeli 
forces from the country. 

The foreign minister said Syria played a fundamental role in the 
ceasefire and in preparing the atmosphere for a national dialogue. 

At the same time. Israel conditioning of its withdrawal on a 
Syrian pull-out militated against a dialogue and the basic principles 
of boosting the sovereignty of the Lebanese government and the 
control of the army. 

The ceases ire and the agreement to start the dialogue were evi- 
dence of the seriousness of the Arab states to initiate a plan, he was 
quoted as saying. 

■■ We have shown since the first agreement and the Arab peace plan 
for the region, that wc can settle problems positively and obj- 
ectively." he said. 

"The international society, particularly the United States, is now 
required to exercise its responsibility in return." the Saudi minister 
said.

U.N. chief urges international effort 


to break through Mideast impasse 


UNITED NATIONS tR- - Sec- 
retary Genera] Javier Perez de 
Cuellar has said the present Mid- 
dle East impasse was extremely 
dangerous and urged member sta- 
tes to consider holding an int- 
ernational conference on the que- 
stion. 

In a report addressed Tuesday 
to both the Security Council and 
the General Assembly, he said the 
Council could become a key ins- 
trument for resolv ing the conflict. 

He said the Council's dif- 
ficulties might be overcome if its 
members kept in mind the gravity 
ol the problem as well as the feare 
and interests of all parties. 

In the 14-page written report, 
he said that preoccupation with 
events in Lebanon had tended to 
overshadow the consideration of 


major aspects of the. Middle East 
problem. 

This year' s developments would 
prove to have made even more dif- 
ficult the comprehensive set- 
tlement that alone could eve- 
ntually' bring co-existence and 
peace to the Middle East, he 
added. 

The problem of the rights and 
the future of the Palestinian peo- 
ple had been further complicated 
by the growth of Israeli set- 
tlements on the West Bank and by 
the repeated failure to start mea- 
ningful negotiations, he said. 

"The basic problems of the wit- 
hdrawal of the Israeli forces from., 
occupied territories, the rec- ' 
ognition and the long-term sec- 
urity of all states in the region and 
the future of Jerusalem have also 


been left in abeyance." 

He said Israeli withdrawal from 
occupied territories, the rights of 
states in the area to live in peace 
within secure boundaries and the 
future and rights of the Pal- 
estinians still constituted the main 
elements of the Middle East con- 
flict. 

The Israeli invasion of Lebanon 
last year, and its aftermath, once 
again showed that force could not 
resolve the conflict, but served 
only funher to complicate it. he 
said. 

He said serious and realistic 
^negotiations between all parties 
must somehow be initiated to 
avoid continued fighting with the 
potential danger of a broader con- 
frontation.

Iranian paper calls for.

TEHRAN (Ri — An Iranian 
newspaper Wednesday que- 
stioned why leaders of the out- 
lawed Tudeh Communist Party, 
some of whom have been in prison 
for eight months, have not yet 
been brought to trial. 

The newspaper Azadegan. 
which appears to reflect some of 
the more radical trends in rev- 
olutionary Iran, said fresh tel- 
evised confessions by. Tudeh lea- 
ders showed the party had fol-, 
lowed Soviet orders with the aim 
of creating a pro-Moscow gov- 
ernment in Iran. 

"Now that the treacheries of 
these dements have become clear 


to everyone, this thought occurs to 
the public's mind — why is it that 
the treacherous leadership of the 
Tudeh Pany is not broughL to trial 
so that they receive the reward for 
their shameful acts?" it asked in 
an editorial. 

The armed forces' rev- 
olutionary court said in July that 
military men accused of Tudeh 
membership would go on trial by

sporting, technical and cultural 
affairs.’

Ismail outlines progress of ARABSAT 

TCC comments on proposed 
Israeli satellite project 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Engineer Mohammad Shahid 
Ismail, director-general of the Telecommunications 
Corporation of Jordan (TCC) issued a statement 
Wednesday to clarify some basic facts on the pro- 
gress achieved so for by the Arab Satellite Com- 
munications Project known as ARABSAT. Such 
basic information became necessary, Mr. Ismail 
said, in the wake of the declaration by Israel of its 
intention to establish a satellite system given the 
name African- Mediterranean-Satellite (AMS). 


Mr. Ismail accompanied Dr. Ali 
Mashat. director-general of 
ARABSAT. when he was rec- 
eived by His Majesty King Hus- 
sein Monday. Oct. 3. 

“ His Majesty King Hussein str- 
essed the importance of a const am 
vigil and efforts to foil all com- 
paigns hostile to the project (Jor- 
dan Times.- Tuesday. Oct. 4. 
19X3 ). 

Mr. Ismail was elected twice as 
vice-chairman to the board of dir- 
ectors of ARABSAT. Following is 
the full statement issued by the 
TCC director-general : 

The Telecommunications Cor- 
poration of the Hashemite Kin- 
gdom of Jordan (TCC). being a 
shareholder and a member adm- 
inistration of the Arab Satellite 
Communications Corporation, 
has been expending every effort to 
support this unique Arab National 
and Regional Space Tel- 
ecommunications System, well 
known now by the letters ARA- 
BSAT.

Arabsat director scotches rumours

AMMAN — Arab Satellite 
Communications Organisations. 
Arabsat Director-General Ali Al 
Mashat denied reports leaked to 
the press about the projected 
Arab satellite project. 

In an interview with the Jor- 
danian News Agency. Petra. Dr. 
Mashat said that incorrect repons 
had been circulated which aimed 
at harming Arab efforts at est- 
ablishing a national com- 
munications satellite to serve tel- 
evision. telex, telegraph and tel- 
ephone services. 

There is no relationship wha- 
tsoever between the projected 


satellite and Israel’s declared int- 
ention of launching a satellite to 
serve the Mediterranean region. 
Dr. Mashat asserted. Any inf- 
ormation about the satellite pro- 
ject should only be issued by the 
Riyadh-based Arabsat. he added. 

In reply about a question on the 
date of launching the Arab sat- 
ellite. Dr. Mashat said that this 
will take place in October 19X4. 
but this of course depends on the 
success of initial experiments to 
put the satellite in orbiL 

Most Arab countries benefiting 
from the project have started bui- 
lding ground stations and Jordan 
has embarked on a S4.5 million 
station at Baqa’a. Dr. Mashat said. 


Arabsat was established in 1 976 
with a S200 million capital. It is 
aimed at offering all Arab cou- 
ntries modern communications 
facilities.

Oil, ink portraits dominate at Na’im’s first exhibition

AvlMAN — Over the last year, 
small watercolours catching the 
essence of the Jordanian cou- 
ntryside in a palette of terra cottas, 
siennas and luminous yellows kept 
popping up at one or another 
group exhibition held here in 
Amman. It was the extreme loo- 
seness of die style, the way the 
touches of colour were applied in 
soft expansive washes that made 
you stop to take a longer look. The 
author of these paintings was 
Khader Na'im and at the Alia .Art 
Gallery this week is his first solo’ 
exhibition. 

The work on display, however 
comes as a surprise for instead of 
being mostly landscapes in wat- 
ercolours as his previous work led 
us to expect, it is a mixture of sty- 
les and influences, techniques and 
media which are not of a con- 
sistent quality. Furthermore, it is. 


not the spontaneous landscapes 
that first caught the attention that 
one would count as the artist's best 
work. That honour must surely go 
to his carefully drawn portraits in 
oil and black China ink. 

*' From Beirut" is a very topical 
and emotive theme, but Na'im has 
handled it well simply because he 
has drawn it dispassionately, 
drawn it like it is. There, in liny 
strokes of the pen. is the family 
standing among the rubble — the 
mother imperturable in her hea- 
dscarf and rough clothes, the kids, 
an elder boy carrying the baby and 
two toddlers all with expressions 
of resignation, blank acceptance, 
almost with indifference. They 
don't pull their hair with grief or 
open their mouths in soundless 
screams of agony for Na’im has 
learnt the difficult lesson that sep- 
arates good actors from (he bad — 
that to underact is ultimately 
-much more expressive, much truer 
to life than to pack your actions 


with emotion and make your voice 
tremble with pain. 

All Na' im's portraits in this rea- 
listic style are good, for not only is 
the technically good both in dra- 
wing and in the application of rich 
and varied colours — like for 
example the touches of orange, 
blue and yellow in “Ibrahim's" 
hair, and the reds, green and 
browns that make up the swarthy 
complexion of the “ Bedouin" —

but Na'im is also able to give his 
sitters exactly the right kind of 
expression. Perhaps the best exa- 
mple of this b the watercolour of 
the two old bedouin women with 
tatooed faces in traditional dress. 
Their expressions are almost ins- 
crutable. but beneath the benign 
gentleness, which is emphasised 
by the glow of the yellow paper, 
are hints of that well known shr- 
ewdness. tenacity and vitality. 


Then there is the man in the hauar 
waving in a distracted manner 
preoccupied with his own tho- 
ughts — expressions you see a 
thousand times a day but ones that 
often go unrecorded. 

Na'im's watercolour and ink 
landscapes on the other hand do 
not work so well for where the 
portraits are carefully and mat- 
iculously drawn these are painted 
in a very free and haphazard man- 
ner. To be sure, there is a dif- 
ference between loose and spo- 
ntaneous. and uncontrolled and 
erratic. His previous landscapes 
were definitely the former, at this 
exhibition most of them, with the 
exception of “Nature" and one or 
two others, are unfortunately the 
latter. 

Strong influences of other Jor- 
danian artists, particularly that of 
Yaser Duweik, whose work has 
had a strong effect on many of the 
younger generation of the cou- 
ntry’s artists, can be detected in 


Na'im's landscapes in oil. His 
“Newspaper Seller'' however is 
very much an original, perhaps not 
so much in style but in certainly 
subject matter, for here is the boy 
so much a part of our daily lives 
that’ we no longer see him. waving 
the paper right in our faces. The 
busy street behind him is reduced 
to a blur so that his vitality, his 
vigorous movement, dominates 
our senses entirety. Through him. 
Na'im opens our eyes to what 
must be an integral part of our 
urban culture. 

It is to portraits like this that 
Na'im should devote his time, not 
to drawings of horses, sunsets and 
snowscenes which have unf- 
ortunately become stale and hac- 
kneyed. And by concentrating on 
his portraits, through which he is 
able to convey so much wc can 
look forward to much good work 
in the future.

’ll is a well-known fact, even to 
the general’ public, that the pre- 
sent space-vehicles are now pas- 
sing through an extensive test and 
development stage. Television 
viewers ali over the world saw 
some successful attempts, but.

Early this year Israel filed an 
application with the 1FRB (Int- 
ernational Frequency Reg- 
istration Board), one* of the main 
organs of the “ ITU." denoting its 
intention to establish a satellite 
network under the title A MS ( Afr- 
ican- Mediterranean-Satellite j by 
raid 19X6. 

The IFRB published the “Adv- 
ance Information '.; as . received . 
from Israel to all 15.7 member sla- 
tes of the ITU in accordance with 
the IFRB Radio Regulations. 

The Jordanian Administration 
(TCC I was the first to study and 
calculate the degree of harmful 
interference resulting from the 
said AvlS project (biased on the 


above mentioned published 
“Advance Information" ) and in 
full compliance with the IFRB 
standards and regulations. This 
was natural since Jordan wifi be 
the country to be affected most by 
the harmful interference which 
was calculated to be many times 
beyond any internationally acc- 
epted tolerance. 

ARABSAT conducted a very 
extensive and comprehensive 
study for the whole Arab World in 
anticipation of the coordination 
procedures when requested by 
Israel through the IFRB. in acc- 
ordance with the IFRB rules and 
regulations. 

The Saudi Arabian Adm- 
inistration will act on behalf of all 
Arab Administrations and at all 
levels to ensure the smooth ope- 
ration of the ARABSAT system 
against Lhe harmful effects of any 
new comer space system. In actual 
fact this was decided by the Lea- 
gue of Arab States. 

The International Radio Reg- 
ulations issued by the IFRB 'ITU 
stipulated that it is the duty of the 
"new-comer” to seek the coo- 
rdination and to prove to the 
IFRB that his proposed system 
will not in any way inflict any harm 
on other systems working or pla- 
nned (and duly registered! to be 
working within the affected area. 

Thus the IFRB regulations will 
not permit the recognition and 
registration neither of the “ Fre- 
quencies" nor of the "orbital pos- 
ition” of the new-comer system 
before such evidence has been 
presented to the IFRB and agreed 
by them and by a]] parties con- 
cerned in full compliance with the 
Radio Regulations. 

Conclusion of item (III) 

If it is the intention of the Israeli 
Administration to abide by the 
IFRB Radio Regulations, then, it 
becomes their duly to modify the 
. design of Lhe proposed AMS sys- 
tem in such a way as to keep lhe 
interference within the int- 
ernationally accepted limits and 
tolerances. If not. the A MS pro- 
ject should be looked upon as an 
integral pan of the present agg- 
ression and warfare and should be 
treated accordingly.

Al Ra'i: The Gulf in U.S. actions 

IT IS not enough for the United States to declare its refusal of the 
panition of Lebanon or its keenest to preserve the country's national 
unity. There is a big difJerence between mere talk and actual Ame- 
rican practices in Lebanon and other pans of the Middle East. U.S. 
practices only strengthen our belief that it was that country that w3S 
behind all the tragedies cl Lebanon. The United States was silent 
when the Israelis invaded southern Lebanon and when Israel laid 
siege to Beirut by land, sea and air using U.S. made weapons. When 
the Lebanese capital was bombarded savagely. Washington did not 
lift a finger to help the Lebanese in their sufferings and their ordeal. 
The United States has financed the invasion and has equipped the 
enemy with all kinds ol weapons to carry out its genocide war in 
Lebanon. 

When the international community tried at the U.N. Security 
Council to condemn the Israeli invasion and the Zionist atrocities in 
Lebanon, the U.S. (oiled this attempt in a manner that displayed its 
approval ol the criminal act ions of the Israelis. Afterwards, the Arabs 
were not surprised to sec American warships blockading Lebanon 
and shelling the Shout mountains. Washington's announcement ot its 
Keenness to maintain Lebanon's unity is a falsehood. The United 
Slates should realise that, had it not been for the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon, there would not lia\e been any civil war in that country. If 
the U.S. is really concerned about Lebanon, it should withdraw 
Israeli forces Irom that country as a firsi step towards establishing 
peace and security there. 

Al Dustour: Germany’s balanced approach 

CHANCELLOR KOHL'S visit to Jordan which starts Wednesday is 
another step towards strengthening Jordan’s relations with West 
Germany. Mr. Kohl's visit at this particular time assumes a special 
significance due to Bonn's role within the European Community in 
promoting Europe's relations ot Iriendship and cooperation with the 
Arab World. Jordan and West Germany hold identical views on 
several Middle East issues and they agree that the Palestine issue 
threatens stability in the region and affects Europe's interests. They 
both agree on the need for the establishment ol a just and com- 
prehensive peace in the region and the recognition of the Palestinian 
people's rights in their homelands. 

Since the Venice Declaration in |9«u. West Germany has mai- 
ntained a balanced attitude towards the MiJdle East issue. Jordan, 
for its part, has not spared any elf on towards strengthening its 
relations and cooperation with West Germany on a firm basis of 
mutual interest. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Greater protection needed 

THE NATIONAL Consultative Council has lately discussed in 
length Jordanian industry and its effects, on the general economy. It 
is to be noted Lhat the country has. over the past decade, witnessed 
considerable progress in economic fields. Much credit is due to the 
great strides achieved in industry thanks to convenient and. positive 
factors inside and outside Jordan. On the domestic from. Jordan’s 
political stability helped to boost industry by encouraging investors 
to launch new industrial projects. This st ability was accompanied by 
Isrcilitics and incentives announced by the government to encourage 
investors to launch their projects here. The government also issued 
regulations and laws to protect national industries which also no- 
urished due to Jordan s proximity to the oil' rich Gulf stales which 
Continue to receive skilled Jordanian labour who return money to be 
invested in their home country. 

Though our Jordanian industries have gone a long way towards 
producing nigh quality products, these industries still need more 
protection and encouragement by the public and private sectors so as 
to continue their role in bolstering the national economy. 
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Reagan gets 18-month mandate 
on Lebanon from Congress

WASHINGTON — A com- 
promise with Congress that allows 
President Reagan to keep U.S. 
Marines in Beirut may have set a 
precedent for the future use of 
American troops in foreign tro- 
uble spots. 

The compromise was neg- 
otiated by the White House and 
congressional Republican and 
Democratic leaders and enacted 
by Congress last week. 

Ifnew regional conflicts erupt in 
which the" administration con- 
siders a U.S. military presence is 
desirable. Mr. Reagan will now 
face legal and political pressure to 
seek approval from Congress, 
according to congressional sou- 
rces. 

Even opponents of the com- 
promise acknowledge it was a suc- 
cessful test of Congress’s ability to 
use the 10-year-old war powers 
act to win a say in the use of troops 
abroad. 

An aide to Democratic leader 
Robert Byrd, who led opposition 
to the agreement in the .Senate, 
said the Senator believed som- 
ething was gained because the 
president had recognised the War 
Powers Act and hence the act was 
strengthened. 

“It had not been tested before 
but now that battle has been 
won/' he said. 

The War Powers Act was pas- 
sed in 1973. despite the strong 


objections of President Richard 
Nixon, as a reaction to the heavy 
U.S, involvement in the Vietnam 
war. 

Congress, jealous of its con- 
stituional power, had become ala- 
rmed that modern presidents like 
Lyndon Johnson and Mr. Nixon 
had usurped what the lawmakers 
saw as their authority and dragged 
the country into unwinnable. unp- 
opular and undeclared wars. 

The law was intended to pro- 
vide a mechanism whereby a pre- 
sident would have to report to 
Congress when combat troops 
were deployed overseas and obt- 
ain congressional approval if the 
troops were to remain in hostile 
areas more than 90 days. 

All presidents since 1973 have 
resisted the law. contending it 
impinges on their power under the 
U.S. constitution. 

But Mr. Reagan, fearing Lhat 
Congress would impose limits on 
his use of the Marines in Lebanon, 
finally acceded to Congress's 
demand that it exercise its aut- 
hority under the War Powers Act. 

Congressional leaders warned 
that the price for not doing so 
would be continued bickering with 
Congress and a potentially greater 
erosion in public support for adm- 
inistration policy. 

The compromise authorises Mr. 
Reagan to keep the Marines in 
Lebanon for IK months, a time 
limit that could effectively defuse 
further congressional and public 
debate on the matter until well 


after the 1984 U S. elections. 

It gives the president fairly wide 
latitude to take “such protective 
measures as may be necessary to 
ensure the safety" of the Mul- 
tinational Force in Lebanon, 
which includes British. French and 
Italian troops as well as the Mar- 
ines. 

Congress can act before March 
1985 to bring the troops home by 
cutting off funds or modifying the 
compromise resolution, but such a 
move appeared unlikely barring 
some dramatic development such 
as a heavy Marine casualty toll. 

Clarence Long, a Maryland 
Democrat who tried vainly to get 
the House to delete funds for the 
Marine presence in Lebanon, said 
he probably will not try again. 

The support of the president, 
congressional leaders and the ove- 
rwhelming 253-156 vote of the 
House for the compromise was 
too much to overcome, he said. 

“The ball is in the president's 
court.” said a Republican con- 
gressional source. “I don’t see 
Congress again initiating action in 
the next 18 months.” 

House Speaker Thomas 
O’Neill, the Massachusetts Dem- 
ocrat who helped negotiate the 
compromise, said the deal “would 
establish unprecedented restraints' 
on the deployment and mission of 
the U.S. forces overseas.” 

But many senate Democrats 
still expressed reservations about 
the agreement, arguing the com- 
promise gave Mr. Reagan too free 



a hand and allowed him to sign the 
resolution into law while still pro- 
testing the War Powers Act’s leg- 
itimacy. 

Secretary of State George 
Shultz fuelled their concern when 
he declared that, despite the com- 
promise. Mr. Reagan would not 
feel bound to withdraw the Mar- 
ines after 1 8 months nor seek con- 
gressional approval to expand the 
size of the force. 

In an effort to repair the dam- 
age. Mr. Reagan wrote a letter 
assuring congressmen he would 
consult them. 

Peter Lakeland, a lawyer who 
helped draft the original War 
Powers Act. aoted: “There’s no 
guarantee the administration 
won’t try to play with some words 
in the compromise if they get in a 
jam. but basically I think they will 
be compelled by events and public 
opinion to come back to Congress 
if they need a big change.” 



Peaceable foreign policy, hu nan rights 
spotlighted by Argentine polls contenders

BUENOS AIRES - Argentina’s 
incoming ci\ ilian government will 
seek peaceful settlements to the 
Beagle Channel and Falklands 
(Malvinas i disputes and str- 
engthen lies with Latin America, 
the main political parties say. 

The Peronists and Radicals, 
leading contenders in elections on 
Oct. 3" to return Argentina to 
democracy, broadly agree that 
these will be the new gov- 
ernment's main foreign policy 
objectives. 

Until last year, a succession of 
right-wing military governments 
had aligned Argentina's foreign 
policy with that of the United Sta- 
tes. with the declared aim of def- 
ending "Western Christian civ- 
ilisation" against the "threat ot 
Communism.” 

Former President Lcopoldo 
Galiieri had even begun to coo- 
perate with Washington's Central 
America policy by sending arms 
and military advisers to right-wing 
governments in the area. 

But Argentina's conflict with 
Britain over the Falkland Islands 
Iclt the country deserted by the 
U.S. and other Western countries, 
which armed forces had regarded 
as their allies. 

The European Community 
imposeJ trade sanctions against 
Argentina in protest over its inv- 
asion ol the Falklands on April 2. 
1 9X2. and the United States sided 
openly with Britain in its suc- 
cessful bid to recapture the dis- 
puted South Atlantic islands. 

Argentine foreign policy was 
thrown into confusion by Lhis sud- 
den isolation and the military gov- 
ernment began desperate efforts 
to win new triends in Latin Ame- 
rica anj among other Third World 
countries in the Non-Aligned 
Movement. 

Gradually, a new. more ind- 


ependent foreign policy emerged, 
which the Peronists and Radicals 
have vowed to develop and con- 
tinue. They are also anxious to 
make Argentina's foreign policy 
more coherent and to repair dam- 
aged links wiih the West. 

Foreign policy experts of the 
two parties say the new gov- 
ernment must improve Arg- 
entina's battered image in the U.S. 
.and Western Europe by showing 
its determination to solve the 
country’s international disputes 
by peaceful means and by gua- 
ranteeing strict observance of 
human rights at home. 

In particular, party officials say. 
the government must give a sat- 
isfactory explanation about the 
fate of dozens of foreign nationals 
who disappeared, along with tho- 
usands of Argentines, during the 
armed forces' "dirty war” against 
leftist guerrillas in the late 1971 is. 

Bui the Peronists and Radicals 
agree that the first task of Arg- 
entina’s new foreign minister must 
be to settle a dispute with Chile 
over several small islands and 
their surrounding waters in the 
Beagle Channel at the tip of South 
America. 

“Our first priority is to solve the 
problem with Chile because it is a 
neighbouring country and a bro- 
ther.” says Adolfo Gass, a top for- 
eign policy adviser of Radical lea- 
der Paul Alfonsin. 

The two countries came to the 
brink of war over the Beagle Cha- 
nnel dispute in 1 97 k, but a conflict 
was avoided at the last minute 
when both sides agreed to Vatican 
mediation. 

The Peronists and Radicals 
have called for a settlement within 
the framework of the Pope’s I yst) 
mediation proposal, which Chile 
has already accepted, but to which 
Argentina has not yet replied. 

Diplomatic sources say a suc- 
cession of three military gov- 
ernments have dragged their feel 
on the issue because the Vatican 


proposal awards all the disputed 
islands to Chile. 

The Peronists and Radicals are 
prepared to accept this ruling, but 
both parties defend the political 
maxim of "Argentina in the Atl- 
antic and Chile in the Pacific” and 
want firmer Vatican guarantees 
about the division of territorial 
waters. 

Party officials say the new gov- 
ernment will press for Argentine 
jurisdiction over all territorial 
waters to the east oF Cape Hom. 
except for a narrow coastal band 
around Chilean islands to the 
south of Tierra Del Fuego. 

Strict application of the “bi- 
ocean ic principle" is considered 
vital to support Argentina's ter- 
ritorial claims in the Antarctic, 
which clash with those of Chile 
and Briiain. 

The Peronists and Radicals are 
also anxious to secure a peaceful 
settlement with Britain to the Fal- 
klands dispute, but they are dis- 
mayed by Britain's refusal to dis- 
cuss the islands' sovereignty, 
which they consider to be the vital 
point at issue. 

Some foreign policy planners 
say Argentina should refuse lo 
.sign a formal ceasefire with Bri- 
tain until London gives a firm 
commitment to discuss sov- 
ereignty. 

The .financial burden of mai- 
ntaining a large military garrison 
in the small colonial outpost will 
eventually drive Britain to the 
negotiating table, they say. 

But other party experts fear that 
a long-term militarisation of the 
Falklands would introduce 
East- West militaty tensions to the 
South Atlantic and create ins- 
tability in the region. 

Leopoldo Tettamanti. a Per- 
onisi foreign policy adviser, sug- 
gested last May that Argentina 
declare a formal ceasefire with 
Britain in return for a British 
commitment to withdraw its 
4.lH>l>-man garrison and begin 


talks on the island’s future. 

Bui there is broad agreement on 
the following three points: 

— Argentina must keep up dip- 
lomatic pressure on Britain at the 
(.foiled Nations to resume neg- 
otiations on the Falklands. which 
were broken off during last year’s 
conflict. 

-No fresh attempt to seize the 
islands by force should be made 
for the foreseeable future. 

— Any settlement will include a 
long transition period before Arg- 
entina achieves full sovereignty 
‘over the Falklands. 

The Falklands dispute created a 
new consciousness in Argentina 
about the country's Latin Ame- 
rican identity, and the Peronists 
and Radicals are both anxious to 
maintain and foster this spirit. 

Latin America rallied to Arg- 
entina’s support in the Falklands 
conflict, whereas Europe turned 
its back, and this lesson has not 
been forgotten. 

The Peronists and Radicals are 
eager to boost Latin American 
economic and political integration 
and Mr. Alfonsin has proposed an 
association of Latin American 
democratic political parties (exc- 
luding the Communists) to pro- 
mote democracy in the region. 

Both parties disagree with Pre- 
sident Reagan's Central Ame- 
rican policy and the Radicals have 
pledged support to the peace ini- 
tiative of the Contadora Group: 
Panama. Mexico. Colombia and 
Venezuela. 

However. Mr. Alfonsin and the 
Perontst presidential candidate 
Halo Luder have also called for 
better relations with Washington. 

Both parlies also have pledged 
to keep Argentina in the Non- 
Aligned Movement. 

Former Peronist dreams of 
“ Argentina the powerful” with its 
own nuclear weapons have been 
forgotten. “We are not going to be 
a new champion in international 
relations." says .Mr. Tettamanti. . 


WCC Vancouver 
final statement 
on Middle East 

Following is die final statement on the Middle Edit as adopted by 
the plenary session of the World Council of Churches (WCC) Sixth 
Assembly, held in Vancouver, Canada July 24- Aug. 10, IW3. The 
Jordan Times publishes the document for significance.^ 


1. THE INCREASINGLY 
dangerouns situation in the 
Middle East threatens the 
peace of the whole world and 
places heavy demands on all 
those striving for justice and 
freedom. 

The Middle East is a region 
of special interest as the bir- 
thplace of three monotheistic 
religions. The churches in the 
area have their roots from apo- 
stolic times. Their continued 
presence and active par- 
ticipation in the life of the 
whole area, despite suffering at 
various periods, is a rem- . 
ark able witness to the faith. 
They are facing new challenges 
and attempting to respond thr- 
ough new forms of witness. 
While only the churches of the 
Middle East can determine the 
nature and forms of their wit- 
ness, it behoves all churches io 
strength their presence and 
support their ministry, esp- 
ecially the ministry of rec- 
onciliation and witness for 
peace. Historical factors and 
certain theological int- 
erpretations have often cod- 
fused Christians outside in eva- 
luating the religious and pol- 
itical developments in the 
Middle East. 

2. Recent developments in 
the region have further pushed 
back prospects for peace. The 
agony of the Lebanese war is 
not yet over. The integrity and 
independence of Lebanon are 
in greater danger than ever.. 
The Israeli settlement policy 
on the WestBank has resulted 
in a de-facto annexation giving 
final touches to a dis- 
criminatory policy of dev- 
elopment of peoples that fla- 
grantly violates the basic rights' 
of the Palestinian people. 
There are fears of relocation of 
'the inhabitants on the West 
Bank and their expulsion. A 
large number of Palestinians 
are under detention in the pri- 
sons in the West Bank and in 
camps in Lebanon. There Is 
escalation .of tension in the 
■bcCupied territories. The con- 
sensus among tha Arab nations 
appears to have been lost. Ext- 
ernal and internal pressures 
have caused serious rift within 
the Palestinian movement. In 
many situations there are inc- 
reasing violations of human 
rights, especially of minorities 
and religious fanaticism is a 
base of many communities. 
The Iran- Iraq war continues to 
claim an increasing toll of lives 
and complicates inter-Arab 
relations. Tension is increasing 
in relation to Cyprus. 

3. The Israeli- Palestinian 

conflict: 

1 ) We reaffirm the principles 
previously enunciated by the 
WCC as the basis on which a 
peaceful settlement can be rea- 
ched. The U.N. resolution 242 
and all other relevant U.N. 
resolutions need to be revised 
and implemented taking into 
account changes that have occ- 
urred since 1 967 and that such 
revisions should express the 
following principles in a man- 
ner that would ensure: 

a) the withdrawal of Israeli 
troops from all territories occ- 
upied in 1967; 

b) the right of aU states, inc- 
luding Israel and Arab states, 
to live in peace with secure and 
recognised boundaries; 

cl the implementation of tire 
rights of the Palestinians to 
self-determination including 
the right of establishing a sov- 
ereign Palestinian state. 

ii) We reaffirm that the Mid- 
dle East conflict cannot be res- 
olved through the use of force 
but only through peaceful 
means. Negotiations for a 
comprehensive settlement in 
the Middle East should include 
all those parties most int- 
imately involved; Israel, the 
Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation and neighbouring 
Arab states. The interests of 
the world at large are besr rep- 
resented through the United 
Nations and the USA and the 
USSR have a special res- 
ponsibility in this matter. 

iii) Churches should und- 
ertake the following with a 
view to facilitating progress 
towards negotiations: 

a) to build greater awareness 
among the churches about the 
urgency and justice of the Pal- 
estinian erase. In this con- 
nection active support should 
be extended to the U.N. Con- 
ference on the Question of Pal- 
estine to be held at the end of 
August 1983 in Geneva. The 
churches should bring to bear 
their influence on states to par- 
ticipate in it; 

b) to encourage the dialogue 


between Palestinians and Isr- 
aelis with a view to furthering 
mutual understanding and j 
enabling recognition : 

c) to remind Christians in the 
Western world to recognise 1 
that their guilt over the fate of j 
Jews in their countries may ; 
have influenced their views of 
the conflict in the Middle East 
and has often led to uncritical 
support of the policies of Israel . 
thereby ignoring the plight of 
the Palestinian people and i 
their rights. Tn this context we 
welcome the more open and 
critical stance adopted by Chr- 
istian churches in the tra- 
ditional Jewish-Christian dia- 
logue. but we also urge the 
broadening of the dialogue to | 
include larger segments of both 
Christian and Jewish com- 
munities: 

d! to support movements 
within Israel, which are wor- 
king for peace and rec- 
onciliation. 

4. Lebanon 

The ecumenical community 
shares the agony of the people 
in Lebanon who have been tra- 
gically suffering over the last 
nine years and who have been 
carrying too large a burden of 
the problems of the region. 

ij We reiterate that the rec- 
overy of Lebanese territorial 
integrity and sovereignty is a 
key to peace and justice in the 
'region and that for this to be 
realised ail foreign forces must 
be withdrawn from Lebanese 
territory. 

ii » We appeal to the ecu- 
menical community: 

a) to support the efforts of 
the Lebanese government to 
reassert the effective exercise 
of its sovereignty over all Leb- 
anese territory and to support 
full independence and unity of 
the Lebanese people; 

b) to assist the churches wit- 
hin Lebanon in their attempts 
with leaders of the religious 
communities for reconciliation 
with a view to achieving har- 
mony and unity among all 
communities 

- cjTo continue to support 
generously the Middle East 
•Council of Churches and the 
churches in Lebanon in their 
humanitarian and social pro- 
grammes of relief for all in 
Lebanon; 

di to collaborate with the 
churches in the area in their 
contribution to the promotion 
of justice, dignity, freedom and 
human rights for all in Leb- 
anon. 

5. Jerusalem 

i) We reaffirm that "Jer- 
usalem is a Holy City for three 
monotheistic religions: Jud- 
aism. Christianity and Islam. 
The tendency to minimise Jer- 
usalem's importance for any of 
these three religions should be 
avoided" (fifth Assembly. Nai- 
robi 1975). The WCC should 
implement the proposal of the 
WCC Central Committee 
(August 1980) that dialogue be 
initiated with Jews and Mus- 
lims so that members of the 
three religions can understand 
each other* s deep religious att- 
achment to Jerusalem and so 
that together they can con- 
tribute towards political pro- 
cesses that would lead to a 
mutually acceptable agr- 1 
eement for sharing the city. , 
The churches should give pri- 
ority to this while continuing 
efforts to secure a general set- 
tlement of the Middle East 
conflicts. The special leg- 
islation known as the Status 
Quo of the Holy Places must be 
safeguarded and confirmed in 
any agreement concerning Jer- 
usalem. 

ii) a) We call the attention of 
the churches to the need for; 

— actions which will ensure 
a continuing indigeneous Chr- 
istian presence and witness in 
Jerusalem; 

— wider ecumenical awa- 
reness of the plight of the ind- 
igenous Muslim and Christian 
communities suffering from 
the repressive actions of the 
occupying power in East Jer- 
usalem and other occupied ter- 
ritories. 

b) We call upon all churches 
to express their common con- 
cern that although Israeli law 
guarantees free access for 
members of all religious tra- 
ditions rooted in Jerusalem to 
their holy places, the state of 
war between Israel and Arab 
states, the political reality cre- 
ated by the Israeli annexation 
of East Jerusalem and con- 
tinuing occupation of the West 
Bank means that Arab Mus- 
lims and Christians continue to 
experience serious difficulties 
and are often prevented from 
visiting ihe Holy City. 
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Archaeological works unveil evidence 
of possible Nabataean kiln complex

• AMMAN — The fourth season of 
archaeological work ai the Roman 
fortress of Udruh, near Petra in 
south Jordan, has turned up strong 
evidence of a possible Nabataean 
kiln complex, as well as providing 
some ejcceUemly -scaled" Roman 
occupation layers that should 
allow the archaeologists to acc- 
urately reconstruct the earlv 
Roman history of the site. 

Mr. Alistair Killick. the British 
archaeologist who heads the 
Udruh excavations, told the Jor- 
dan Times in an interview here 
ihis week, after his eleven-week 
Held season, that only future exc- 
avations will determine whether 
or not they have come down upon 
a Nabataean kiln. But preliminary 
evidence from a few days of dig- 
ging during the closing days of this 
year s season strongly suggests 
this. The evidence includes very 
dense concentrations of 1st Cen- 

”> A.D. Nabataean pottery and 
'wasters . or pieces of defective or 
unusable pottery, thick ash dep- 
osits. burning on the area's stones 
and adjacent walls, the beginnings 
of a kiln-type structure that is vet 
to be excavated, and stone steps 

• leading up to ground level three 
metres higher up. 


NV e forced ourselves to dig this 
area tor j ust a few days right at the 
end oi the season" Mr. Killick 
said, because of the dense con- 
centrations of Nabataean pottery 
* c were getting. The material wc 
found indicates a probable Nab- 
ataean kiln. If so. this w'ould be a 
valuable find because the remains 
of only two other Nabataean kiln 
complexes have ever been found 
— at Oboda. in southern Pal- 
estine. and at Petra." 

The probable Nabataean kiln 
was discovered when the arc- 
haeologists were digging down in a 
square outside the southwestern 
comer of the fortress walk, near 
the remains of a small church. 
They first hit upon a clay floor and 
one sione step, with very peculiar 
bedrock formations. Another 5 x 
S metre trench was dug adjacent 
to this area, and turned up much 
Byzantine pottery and a well pre- 
served Byzantine structure and 
coins that date from the late 6th 
.Century A.D.. when Udruh was in 
one of its periodic rebuilding pha- 
ses. Further excavations in the 
same area turned up the kiln rem- 
ains. and the peculiar bedrock 
formations- were quickly exp- 
lained by the steps that were car- 
ved from ground level three met- 
res to the kiln area. 

Nabataean and late Iron Age 
pottery was found in other areas of 


the site, confirming that Udruh 
has an extremely long occ- 
upational history stretching from 
the stone age to the Islamic period 
and modem times. 

One of the difficulties of digging 
at Udruh is that the successive 
occupations of the site tended to 
obliterate or confuse the evidence 
of earlier human activity there. 
Therefore much of the Roman 
material is mixed up with or cov- 
ered or even removed by later 
rebuilding by the Byzantine and 
Islamic inhabitants of the site. 

The excavation of an area wit- 
hin the walls of ihe Roman for- 
tress this year that turned up very 
well stratified Roman occupation 
levels, with sealed coins, pottery 
sherds, lamps and bones, is the- 
refore all the more valuable. This 
area, when further excavated in 
the future, will allow \lr. Killick 
and his team to refine their dating 
of the internal plan and early his- 
tory of the site. 

He is convinced, after four sea- 
sons of work, that Udruh was first 
built as a Roman fortress in the 
2nd Century A.D. (probably in 
the late 2nd C.|. but it underwent 
considerable and repeated reb- 
uilding and modification in the 
Byzantine and Islamic periods. 

This year’s excavations have 
allowed the team of archaeologists

to complete the full plan of two of 
the comer towere, a half section of 
an interval tower, and the sou- 
thern gate of the fortress. Several 
squares excavated inside the walls 
have also turned up considerable 
evidence of Byzantine and Islamic* 
architecture. In most cases, the 
Byzantine and Islamic occupants 
of the site built walls within the 
larger Roman structures, to create 
series of smaller rooms that made 
up their houses and living com- 
plexes. 

Excavations around the sou- 
thern gate of the fortress revealed 
a hitherto unknown pair of fla- 
nking steps passing through the 
sides of the gate and the walls, lea- 
ding up to the top of the gate and 
the nvo interval towers on either 
side of the gate. 

Underneath the excavated int- 
erval tower, the archaeologists 
dug down two metres into an eno- 
rmous ph that was full of large 
stones and much 1st Century A.D. 
Nabataean pottery. The top of the 
bell-shaped pit is about four met- 
res in diameter, and Mr. KiUick 
believes it was either a poorly built 
Nabataean cistern or, more likely, 
the remains of an early cave-type 
dwelling which was filled up with 
the stones in order to build the 
interval lower on top of ii. 

The two large comer towers 
that have been excavated to date 
are in a rather precarious state 
right now. and some of their walls 
will certainly collapse if con- 
solidation work is not undertaken 
soon. Mr. Killick said. There is 
also some fear that a new village 
road planned to pass next to the 
site might be built exactly over the 
probable Nabataean kiln that was 
discovered this year, and the- 
refore it is rather urgenL that the * 
site of Udruh be protected, and in 
pans consolidated, as soon as pos- 
sible. 

The genera] survey of areas on 
both sides of the ViaTraiana Nova 
(the Roman road constructed acr- 
oss this region in the 2nd Century 
‘A.D. during the reign of the Emp- 
eror Trajan) was continued during 
the first weeks of this year s work. 
A number of new sites of all per- 
iods were located and sampled. A 
Roman tower system running to 
the east of the Roman road links 
up with the two lines of towers to 
the west of the main site, in the 
hills towards Pe ( tra and located in 
the 1 MSt i and 1MS2 seasons. These 
towers have evidence of use in 
Nabataean time and Iron Age 
limes, and were probably rebuilt 
by the Romans to form a complex 
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defensive network. 

Mr. Killick stresses that while 
the excavations at Udruh are yie- 
lding important data about the 
main site, the survey, which has 
located sites ranging from dense 
scatters of old stone age tools to 
modem water towers, will pro- 
duce an equally significant con- 
tribution to the understanding of 
historical settlement and dis- 
tribution in the region. 

Mr. Killick plans to resume dig- 
ging there in 19K5. to give him a 
chance next year to analyse the- 
materials he has unearthed and to 


publish detailed repons. 

His work in Jordan has been 
conducted under the aegis of the 
British Institute at Amman for 
Archaeology and History, and in 
cooperation with the Jordanian 
Depanmem of Antiquities, which 
also provided some of the wor- 
kmen for the season. His team 
members included Mr. Struan 
Reid. Mr. Tim Malim and Dr. 
Marie Rozan. with Department of 
Antiquities representative Mr. 
Suleiman Farajat. Funding for the 
1MX3 season came from ten dif- 
ferent British institutions.

— Raise funds Grom the advertisements and such funds could help 
to maintain the road and its lighting.

Ouiie a number of "service" 
cars operating in Amman are 
really in pitiable condition. 
Passengers riding these cars 
which operate along different 
routes of Amman's sprawling 
districts can easily notice the 
uncomfortable seats, the faulty 
engines and ihe external sha- 
bby condition ot the vehicle. 

Some of these cars are 2i> 
years old. but this is not the 
reason for the poor condition 
or poor performance of the 
vehicle. These cars have been 
obviously neglected by their 
owners, who fail to have them 
maintained and service reg- 
ularly. thus resulting in their 
unsuitability and inc- 
onvenience. 

The “service" cars are sup- 


posed to be means of public 
transport within the capital and 
they are indeed transporting 
hundreds of citizens daily — 
commuting them to and from 
their places of work or carrying 
them down town and up the 
hills again . Therefore the tra- 
ffic department should take 
notice of the general condition 
of all vehicles and should keep 
special watch over cars running 
on roads day and night. 

The traffic and licensing 
departments ought to subject 
all cars especially the “service" 
taxis to mechanical checks bef- 
ore renewing their licences. All 
service cars should be fit and 
serviceable to ensure the safety 
of passengers.

HONG KONG \ R ; -- lire Hong 
Kong dollar declined abruptly 
Wednesday as the gnvcmnr. Sir 
Edward 1 cude. opened the ann- 
ual session of the colony's leg- 
islative council with a speech that 
disappointed lorcign exchange 
dealers. 


1'he governor’s address, in 
which he acknowledged the sen- 
sitivity nl financial markets to 
government comments on the 
exchange rale, was described by 
dealers as ion passive and saying 
too liule. 


Sir Edward, who leaves tor 
London Wednesday night with the 
non-civil servant members of the 
council lor talks with British min-' 
isiers. said Hong Kong must rem- 
ain panem. calm. anJ resolute as 
Britain anJ China discussed its 
luture after I when a current 
lease on nosi of the territory exj>- 

ircs. 

He said he understood the anx- 
ieties ot people about their cur- 
rency. which plummeued to *1.50 

to the U.S. unit just over a week 
ago. but (he government could not 
make misleading statements 
about possible action to support 
the dollar. 


The local currency stood ai 
*.4* jo the U.S. dollar when he 
began speaking, dropped to *.74 
at one point and then edged back 
to *.65 as he concluded the 7t»- 
minute address. It had started the 
day at S.3*l. 

Tlie colony’s four stock exc- 
hanges had closed by the time the 
governor began speaking. The 
market index gained 27.62 points 
to dose at 71 7.6* after six days of 
steep decline - 

Sir Edward said the Sino- 
British negotiations, which res- 
ume in Peking on Oct. 14. had to 
be conducted in an atmosphere of 
calm and deliberation. 

He spoke shortly after the New 
China News Agency carried an 
angry rejection of the idea of an 
independent Hong Kong, and 
accused British Prime vl mister 
vlargaret Thatcher of seeking 
fresh pretexts to prevent Peking 
regaining sovereignty. 

Sir Edward attempted to sound 
an optimistic note, speaking of 
plans to boost education, con- 
struction. transport, housing and 
social welfare in coming years. 

He said an export-led economic 
recovery had begun and predicted 
sales abroad would grow 1 1 per 


Philippines peso falls 


vlANlLA 1R1 —The Philippines Central Bank allowed the peso to 
float in Wednesday's currency tradings here and the currency dro- 
pped by 21.41 per cent against the dollar, bankers said. 

They said the peso declined to 14 to the dollar from Il.mi2 
Tuesday night and described the change as a Je racto devaluation. 

But central bank senior deputy governor vlr. Gabriel Singson told 
Reuters: " Technically there was no devaluation because Lhat means 
there would (have to 1 be a fixed rate." 

He "Said the bank had only lifted the 4.5 per cent ban. or limit, 
within which the peso was allowed 10 fluctuate under the bank's 
guiding rate.

The plan renews the ad i ministration’s opposition to gov eminent 
controls and urges the countiy 10 steer clear o l undue reliance on any 
single source to maintain an adequate supply of energy at reasonable 
cost. 

vlr. Reagan, who lifted government price controls on oil just alter 
taking office, said he would work closely with Congress in the next 
few weeks to win passage of a natural gas decontrol bill. 

Energy Secretary Donald Hodel toldreponers that despite imp- 
rot e J ef ficiency, the counin would continue to rely on oil imports to 
meet its energy needs. 

•• This plan Joes not contemplate sell sufficiency." he said. ” This 
contemplates working towards what 1 wouiJ call energy non- 
dependence.” 

\lr. Hodel conceded that U.S. oil imports were expecieJ to rise, 
but noted that the country now relied on lorcign sources for only 
about a quarter ot its oil needs. 

Less than half oi U.S. oil imports came from the Organisation ol 
Petroleum Exporting CouniriestOPEC: while neighbouring \texico 
anJ Canada were increasing their shares, he said. 

"We obviously cannot cunail imports, nor are we in a position to 
do that at the present lime." vlr. Hodel said. But he aJJeJ: "We 
neeJ not be so depen Jem on a single source that we cannot withstand 
a curtailment of it."

China, Albania 
sign trade accords 


PEKING (Rs - China and Albania Tuesday signed two trade agr- 
eements. their firs( since the two former allies split over ideological 
differences in 1 ^»7*. the New China News Agency ( NCNA 1 reported. 

East European sources said the agreements were worth s5 to s7 
million, and that Albania had agreed to supply China with sii.oixi 
tonnes ol chrome ore. lJic countiy' s main export commodity, by the 
end ol this year. 

The signing ol the agreements tollowed a visit to Albania by a 
Chinese trade delegation last April, the first such contact since Tir- 
ana broke oft ail commercial links with Peking five years ago. 

NCNA said under the agreements China would export to Albania * 
cotton, machinery pans, tyres and chemicals, while Tirana will sup- 
ply Peking with chromium, lerrochromc and copper wire. 

1'he agency said the agreements imoheJ "goods exchange" or 
barter trade, like most nl China's commerce with Eastern Europe. 

East European sources said a relerence 10" payment" in the report 
apparently referred to Albania's outstanding debts to China resulting 
from a 5«»i '-million-yuan (about -.25*' million) interest-free loan 
granteJ in 1475. 

The sources noteJ that at the time ol the split in 1 47* China said it 
had agreed to Albania's request to postpone repayment of 217 
million yuan » about >lov million 1 until 1 00 1-2' mu. 

Albania may have decided to repay the loan early or seek a lurther 
delay, the sources added. 

The sources said 1 1 't « ' tonnes ol chrome ore were JeitvercJ to 
the northern Chinese port ol Tianjin last month and Peking had - 
agreed to sell Tirana 2.mm tonnes ol rice and 2.i«"> tonnes ol cotton. 

China and Albania split over Peking's increasingly pm- Western 
policies loilowing the Jeaih of chairman vlan Tseiung in l*)7o. 

Stalinist Albania regards China's opening 10 the West, especially 
its care fully-fostered relations with the United States, asabeiravalol 
communist principles. 

The split with Peking tolloweJ a bitter quarrel between Albania 
anJ vloscow in I ‘>61 . which also centered on ideological differences 
as Tirana opposed the liberal re torms introduced by communist party 
leader Nikita Khrushchev. 

Albania is therefore almost completely isolated from both sup- 
erpowers as well as trom China.

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Walesa wins Nobel 


OSLO (R) — Lech Wal- 
esa was Wednesday awa- 
rded the 1983 Nobel Peace 
Prize for leading the str- 
uggle against Poland's 
communist authorities to 
set up the Solidarity free 
trade union. 

The Norwegian Nobel com- 
mittee said vlr. Walesa had made 
considerable personal sacrifice to 
ensure the workers' right to est- 
ablish their own organisations. 

“This contribution is of vital 
importance in the w ider campaign 
to secure the universal freedom to 
organise — a human right as def- 
ined by the United Nations." it 
said.

The news that vlr. Walesa had 
won the Nobel Peace Prize was 
greeted with joy Wednesday by 
Poland's Roman Catholic Church 
and by vlr. Walesa’s supporters. 

But a spokesman for Poland's 
communist authorities attacked 
the award as politically motivated. 

Henryk Brunke. a spokesman 
at the Roman Catholic Episcopae. 
said: ‘“He deserved the award. He 
needs it to keep up his spirits." 

There was no immediate official 
reaction from the communist aut- 
horities. but deputy government 
spokesman Andzej Konopacki. 
said: “The award used to mean 
something, t This i depreciates the 


prize. It's politically motivated," 
he said. 

State radio made no mention of 
the award on its midday news bul- 
letin. 

Tadeusz vlazowiecki. who edi- 
ted the Solidarity weekly paper 
Tygodnik Solid amosc, said: “ 1 am 
very happy. It is good news. Wal- 
esa is a symbol of the peaceful 
road (taken) by the Polish nation 
since August lQSli." 

Asked what effect the award 
would have, he said: “It is difficult 
to say. but it gives a feeling of great 
satisfaction to many people." 

Of the first 16 people asked for 
their reaction to the award in the 
streets of central Warsaw nine told 
Reuters they were delighted, four 
declined to comment and three 
were critical. 

An elderly man said: “This is an 
expression of great recognition for 
Walesa's courage and dedication 
to the cause." 

The. owner of a engraver's wor- 
kshop said: “Fantastic. It really 
makes me happy." But an air force 
colonel §aid: “This is a big mis- 
understanding. The Norwegian 
government has brought disgrace 
to the award." 

A biologist said: “Too bad it 
look them so long to grant it. Now 
our propagandists will use it aga- 
inst him.

Elections promised as Argentine crisis mounts 


BUENOS AIRES (R> - Pre- 
sident Reynaldo Bignone. adm- 
itting Argentina laced serious 
economic difficulties. Tuesday 
night renewed the military gov- 
ernment's pledge to go ahead with 
elect ions on Oct. 3t rand return the 
country to democracy. 

in a telcv ision broadcast, he cal- 
led on .Argentines to show “com- 
mon sense, responsibility and sol- 
idarity" in the run up to pre- 
sidential and general elections. 

He spoke as Argentina was par- 
alysed by a 24-hour strike, called 
by the PeroniM dominated trade 
union movement to back hehy pay 
demands to keep pace with inf- 


lation. now running at 335 per 
cent. 

The country was also gripped by 
a major economic crisis. Central - 
Bank President Julio Gonzalez del 
Solar was under arrest on charges 
ot mishandling Argentina's S3^ 
billion foreign debt, all foreign 
payments were suspended and 
banking sources said creditor 
banks had retaliated by cutting off 
all new trade finance. 

Gen. Bignone admitted that 
there might be tiny groups trying 
to impede Argentina's return to 
democracy after nearly eight years 
of military rule. But he sai3 the 
armed forces' commanders fully 


endorsed the restoration of civ- 
ilian government. 

He did not announce any new 
measures to settle the debt pay- 
ment crisis, which stems from the 
ruling of a judge probing alleged 
irregularities in an agreement to 
reschedule S22*t million of debt of 
the national airline Aerolineas 
Argentines. 

Federal Judge Frederico Pinto 
Kramer last month ordered the 
government to freeze all action on 
the airline deal and restrained it 
from signing similar contracts to 
renegotiate a total of S9 billion of 
public sector external debt. 

He then ordered the arrest of 


Gonzalez del Solar who was det- 
ained as he stepped off a plane on 
his return from the United States 
last vtonday. 

Tuesday, the Central Bank pre- 
sident was flown under guard to 
the southern town of Rio Gal- 
legos. to face charges before Judge 
Kramer. 

Trade union leaders meanwhile 
hailed Tuesday's general strike as 
a complete success. 

Factories, schools, shops, banks 
and government offices were clo- 
sed throughout the country and 
public transport, including dom- 
estic and international air services 
were brought to a standstill.

Since he held first-round 
trump control. West decided 
to try for a diamond ruff. It 
was obvious to the world that 
his six of diamonds lead was 
a singleton. Declarer won in 
hand and led the nine of 
clubs. West thought he could 
afford to duck the first club, 
then win the continuaion. 
This would give his partner a 
chance to signal where his 
entry was for the diamond 
ruff. The signal never came. 

Declarer abandoned 
trumps and played four 
rounds of hearts. On the 
third heart he discarded a 
spade from dummy and, 
when West followed to the 
fourth round, declarer did 
not ruff. Instead, he siuffed 
dummy's remaining spade. 
Now West had no way to 
reach East for the diamond 
ruff, -and declarer held his 
losses to one trick in each' 
"rountj” suit (clubs and 
hearts). 

Observe that declarer 
must time the play exactly as 
he did. If he plays four 
rounds of hearts before play- 
ing a trump. East will be able 
to ruff the fourth heart and' 
set the contract by giving his 
partner a diamond ruff. 


Violent opposition to Zia 
mounts in Sind Province' 


ISLAMABAD (R) - The opp- 
osition in Pakistan has resumed its 
pressure on the military gov- 
ernment of President Mohammad 
Zia Ul Haq after a one-day lull 
following local elections in the 
southern province of Sind. 

Eight protesters and two sol- 
diers died Tuesday in Mirpur Bhu- 
tto. a village in northern Sind, 
after troops tried to stop a crowd 
of several ihousand from staging a 
march against martial law. opp- 
osition sources said. 

The Sind president of the Pak- 
istan People's Party (PPP). Ghu- 
lam Mustafa Jatoi. issued a call 
from prison for Gen. Zia to hand 
over power to the judiciary by 
Ocl. 15 to allow it to supervise 
immediate and free elections. 

Both moves came after com- 
parative calm in Sind following the 
final round of local council ele- 
ctions on Sunday, which were 


boycotted by the opposition Mov- 
ement for the Restoration of 
Democracy ( MRDi. 

MRD sources said on Monday 
the opposition was reconsidering 
its post-election strategy and 
might make fewer, but more eff- 
ective. assaults on economic tar- 
gets. 

But Tuesday's clash in Mirpur 
Bhuuo. north of Larkana. hom- 
etown of executed former Prime 
Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhuuo. 
seemed to indicate that protests 
might go on just as before. 

Meanwhile. Gen. Zia met the 
country’s four provincial military 
governors in the Punjab Province 
city of Rawalpindi in preparation 
for a cabinet meeting Wednesday. 

Women’s rights groups said 
they feared the cabinet would 
approve a draft Islamic law mak- 
ing a man's testimony in court 
worth twice that of a woman. 


‘Playboy’ says Brussels 
Eurocrats use cocaine

BRUSSELS — Cocaine, caviar, 
alcohol and extra-marital sex are 
what Brussels Eurocrats turn to 
when not drawing up plans for a 
better Europe. 

Playboy magazine has taken ihe 
lid off the Eurocrats' lifestyle in its 
recent Dutch-language edition. 
No end of consternation has been 
caused by claims that the 
highest-paid EEC officials are 
turning to cocaine to help them- 
through the tedium of all-night 
EEC negotiations. 

The journal also described in 
detail how bars most frequented 
by diplomats, journalists and 
other foreigners are also the main 
centres of vice and dope-dealing 
in the city. 

Wagging its finger at the Bru- 
ssels elite for their moral laxitude. 
Playboy claims that highly-paid 
officials are caught in a “golden 
cage" from which it is impossible 
to escape. 


Bared wives are turned to alc- 
ohol for consolation or to extra- 
marital affairs to brighten up their 
lives while men squander their 
salaries on drugs and prostitution. 
Playboy claims. 

The magazine describes how 
EEC chauffeurs, who drive bet- 
ween capitals, allegedly smuggle 
large quantities of cocaine and 
hashish across Europe, making 
full use of diplomatic immunity 
when crossing borders. 

Playboy has also dragged in the 
much-maligned European Par- 
liament. suggesting that special 
subsidies are available to pay for 
members' “women companions" 

wishing to go to Strasbourg. 

More seriously it believes that 
the full rigours of Belgian law are 
not brought to bear on EEC off- 
icials when caught in the act. The 
cocaine traffic is allegedly ignored 
because it is a drug for the elite 
and because Belgians are not inv- 
olved in the trade — The Gua- 
rdian. 


Runaway train travels 1 10 km 


DHAKA (R) — A driverless, 
runaway goods train travelled 1 1 u 
kilometres in northern Ban- 
gladesh Tuesday before being 
boarded and stopped, railway off- 
icials said Wednesday. 

The train, left at a shunting pla- 
tform in Rangpur District, sud- 
denly blew its whistle and moved 
.off. building up a speed of 40 kil- 


ometres an hour, they said. 

It sped along for three hours 
before it was intercepted with the 
help of another engine and bro- 
ught to a halt, said the officials. 
They were unable to explain how 
it started moving in ihe first place. 

The officials said they were try- 
ing to trace the train’s driver and 
fireman who had apparently gone 
into hiding. 


Texas killer 
gets stay 
of execution 

HUNTSVILLE. Texas (Rj. - 
Convicted killer James Autry won 
a reprieve from execution by let- 
hal injection in Texas less than 
half an hour before he was due to 
die Wednesday. 

The stay of execution was gra- 
nted by Supreme Court Justice 
Byron White late Tuesday night 
after a request from the American 
Civil Liberties Union. 

■ Autry had already eaten his last 
meal — a hamburger and French 
fries from a fast food restaurant — 
and the reprieve was granted less 
than 3»» minutes before he was due 
to die at one minute past midnight. 

' Autry. 2V. was sentenced to 
death for murdering a store ass- 
istant in Port Arthur. 


Botha says 
Thatcher 
is racist 

JOHANNESBURG (R) — South 
African Foreign Minister Pik 
Botha has accused British Prime 
Minister .Margaret Thatcher of 
racialism, the second time m a 
week that a leading government 
member here has attacked her. 

Speaking at a political rally in a 
Johannesburg suburb Tuesday 
night. Mr. Botha said Mrs. Tha- 
tcher discriminated unfairly bet- 
ween Britain's black-ruled former 
colonies and white-ruled South 
Africa, also once pan of the Bri- 
tish empire. 

“This attitude is a racialist ic att- 
itude." he said, referring to a letter 
Mrs Thatcher wrote recently to a 
British Member of Parliament in 
which she described South Afr- 
ica's policies of apanheid (racial 
separation) as an affront to Africa 
and to those who lived in free soc- 
ieties. 

Mr. Botha complained of int- 
erference in his country’s internal 
affairs and said black states could 
throw overboard principles such 
as democracy without being cri- 
ticised. 


Prostitutes 
barred from 
Malay state 

KOTA KINABALU - . Malaysia 
(R) — Authorities have ordered 
3K prostitutes to leave the East 
Malaysian state of Sabah after 
wives complained that husbands 
were spending more lime with the 
prostitutes than with them, a sen- 
ior immigration official said Wed- 
nesday. 

He said the prostitutes — from 
the Philippines. Indonesia and 
mainland Malaysia — had been 
operating in 13 hotels in Kota 
Kinabalu. Sabah's capital. 

Foreign prostitutes, some from 
as far away as Denmark and Arg- 
entina. have generally enjoyed a 
lucrative trade with little har- 
rassment from the authorities in 
the rich Borneo island state. 

But the spokesman said police 
had now come .under pressure to 
raid hotels, massage parlours and 
girlie hairdressing saloons used as 
fronts for prostitution because of 
increasing complaints. '

Orient Express makes centenary trip . . 

LONDON ( Ri — The Orient Express, symbol of a golden age of 
luxury rail travel, left London Tuesday on a ItHRh anniversary trip 
to Venice and a journey back through time. The V2 mainly Ame- 
rican and British travellers, some dressed in i*M*s costume, sip- 
ped champagne to the music of a military band as they hoarded 
the seven gleaming Pullman coaches of the Venice Simplon Ori- 
ent Express at London's Victoria Station. Among Tuesday's pas- 
sengers. most of whom paid £495 (572H) for the one-way trip, 
were American singer Cher and actress Joan Fontaine. 

Pilot demoted for fuel error 

MONTREAL { R j — .Air Canada has demoted for six months the 
pilot of a Boeing 767 which ran out of fuel because of a mix-up 
over metric measures and had to glide down to an emeigency 
landtng on an abandoned airstrip. Capt. Robert Pearson was 
demoted to first officer while the co-pilot, a technician and two 
mechanics received suspensions of up in two weeks without pay. 
Capt. Pearson, who had pounds of fuel on board when he thought 
it was kilos, had to glide the wide-bodied jet down without power 
and bring it in for a bumpy, tire-bursting landing on a Manitoba 
airstrip last July. The plane had 61 passengers and a crew of eight 
on board. One woman passenger was admitted to hospital suf- 
fering from shock after the dramatic landing which was witnessed 
by a group of startled stock car racing enthusiasts who were 
camping at the end of the disused runway. 

British royals on Sydney TV show 

SYDNEY (R) — Princess Anne and her husband. Capt. Mark 
Phillips, are to appear on an Austrapian television talk show, the 
show's producer said Wednesday, lire couple would not be paid 
for the interview with British television personality Michael Par- 
kinson but had asked that the television station donate HUrim 
Australian dollars (59.01 lit) to the Save the Children Fund. Capt. 
Phillips is in Australia for a horse-riding event. He will be joined 
this weekend by the princess who will be on a nine-day private 
visit. Producer David Mitchell said the interview would be taped 
in Sydney next week and shown on either Ocl. 1 3 or 20. “She 
(Princess Anne) obviously doesn't do this very often, so we are 
extremely pleased." he added. 

East Germany dashes with church 

EAST BERLIN (R) — East Germany Wednesday indicated to 
the Protestant Church, the country’s largest, that its independent 
anti-nuclear activities were.unaccepiable. TTie Communist Party 
daily Neues Deutschland quoted head of state Erich Honecker as 
telling a West German religious monthly that Christians benefited 
from the communist state’s achievements and therefore sup- 
ported its policies. Dr. Honecker told the Lutherische Mon- 
atshefte in an interview; '•This goes especially for efforts to avoid 
the danger of a nuclear world war and to secure peace...", ind- 
icating he expected official policy in this field to be followed. At a 
synod last month, the church said it would continue its ind- 
ependent activities. It urged the state not to accept new missiles 
which the Soviet Unidn has threatened to station if NATO dep- 
loys new U.S. missiles in Western Europe.
